Probable Cause: 

On July 25, 2019, Hidalgo County Sheriffs Deputies responded to 4100 Landlord Road in rural Mission, Hidalgo County, Texas In 
reference to a Welfare Concern which was laterredassifled to a Capital Murder, 


Sheriffs Deputies met with Blanca Yad.ra Herrera who stated that she had not been able to contact her son, Fernando Garza Jr. since 
July 23, 2019, Fernando drives a maroon 2006 Dodge Durango. She went to look for Fernando at 6608 MartveJ Ortiz Street In Mission, 
Texas beca jse he had been staying there. She learned from a female later identified as Edna Rivera that Fernando had gotten into an 
argument with a male nicknamed Diamond and that Diamond had pu led a gun out 

Sheriffs Deputies later met with Fernado Garza Sr. who stated he was looking for his son and came across two of his sons friends, 
Freddy and tuls, Freddy told him that he, Luis and Ferendo had been kidnapped. Freddy stated that Diamond had shot and killed 
Fernando In an orchard and that he and Luis managed to escape. 

On July 26, 2019, Sheriffs Deputies responded to a cell of a burned vehicle which was lateHdenttfled as Fernandas vehkJe. Through 
law enforc ement records. Sheriffs Investiga tors identifi ed Freddy as Alfredo Huerta Luis as tuls Domingo Dominguez Jr. 

and Diamond as Julio Cesar Deleon^Bl^fe’ 

Sheriffs Investigators met with Edna Rivera (3/23/91) and Julio Cesar Deleon flHHfcaka Diamond at 8608 Marivel Ortiz Street in 
Mission, Texas. Edna Rivera provided a voluntary statement of accused admitting that she assisted Diamond and Freddy in binding the 
hands of Fernando and another male subject she only knew as Gordo. Edna further stated that Diamond and Freddy took Fernando and 
Gordo from her home at gunpoint Diamond later returned and told her that he had shot Fernando In the face and left him in some 
orchards. 

Sheriffs Investigators obtained a voluntary statement of accused from Julio Cesar Deleon flHHI aka Diamond who admitted to 
the shooting death of Fernando. Diamond stated Fernanda's body was left In an orhcarti. 

On July 27, 2019, Sheriffs Deputies located the body of a deceased male at an orchard south of 13 Mile Une on Iowa Road, Justice of 
the Peace Luis J. Garza pronounced the death at 12:46 p.m, and requested an autopsy. The male had what appeared to be a gun shot 
wound to the face. 

Sheriffs Investigators interviewed Luis Domingo Dominguez who stated he and Fernando were bound and kidnapped at gunpoint from 
Edna's house by Diamante and Freddy. Edna knew what was going to happen and Is the one who bound their wrists together with 
tape. Diamond and Freddy took them to en orchard where Diamond shot and killed Fernando. Diamond and Freddy took him to a 
separate location where the vehicle was left behind.
